*ervatlons," which shoved the

just on what point of the world's surface 
they happened to be at the moment when 
the sun was overhead. But sometimes the 
sun hides himself, it may be for two or 
three days in succession. How can the 
progress of the vessel be estimated then ? 
In such cases, there is adopted tbe system 
of what is known PS "dead reckoning " 
A record has been kept of the rate at 
which the ship has traveled, and of the 
direction in which she has been steered.

every page of the history of tho great 
west. 
Red Oloud first came into proini- 


lence as the leader of the red men In the 
Tettennan massacre in Wyoming. That 
tragedy, terrible alike in conception and 
execution, occurred December 22, 1866 
near Port Phil Kearny.

But it may be 
that there are undercurrents which we

In a short time be had estab- 
lished a military dictatorship, attracting 
to himself all the elements disposed to 
war and opposed to the government and 
the army, and becoming a terror to tbe

Judgo Yerkes, that they have unreservedly 
commended the now const.

Those people 
living in the lower end of the county, on 
tho highway between two great cities and 
In close proximity to one of them, are in 
constant dread of crimes jnst like this, 
•nd I or the safety of the public by put- 
ting away such criminals for a long term, 
•nd ns an example to others who would do 
such crimes, I propose in oases of convic- 
tion to onferce the full penalty. The 
graver crimes in this county are nearly all 
committed by outsiders, and when they 
come here they cannot expect and will 
not have mercy extended to them." 


The public impression Judge Stont has 


made is decidedly favoable.

•boot his duties In a straightforward way; 
there is no sham about him; he is not 
seeking notoriety, apparently, bat merely 
•atlas be thinks best (or the county's

Not a few arc tlie devices of skilled 


nutting. How often shall we see the 
novice crushing tlie green bur witb a 
stone— and the chestnut by tbe s-ime 
blow — or with many pains from the 
sharp spines trying to open tbe bur 
by hand 
The nutter who Is better 


versed bus the trick, not mastered un- 
til some practice, of a peculiar quick 
tap of tlie heel— something between c 
blow nnd a cut— which at one deft 
side stroke lays open the nuts for tUe 
hand 
The old device of jarring by a 


heavy stone the tiee bole— especially 
the slim secondary trees of tbe deeper 
woods— may be trite, but not its refine- 
ment of taking a smaller stone and by 
a series of quick taps on tbe trunk 
"snapping" the upper branches.

Stilt Walker, of France. 


In the south of I'rance stilts are a 


necessity to the people, wbo are mostly 
shepherds. They must walk on stilts in 
order to oversee their vast flocks of 
sheep as well as to pass through the 
bogs. 


These shepherds—men, women and 


children—walk continuously on stilts 
from six to eight feet high. These 
stilts are merely fastened to the feet 
Sometimes the stilts have uprights 
reaching a« far as the Unees and bound 
Drmly to the legs. 


Generally these shepherds and shep- 


herdesses carry long poles, which they 
can use either as balancing poles or as 
supports—very long canes, as it were— 
reaching to the ground. They become 
so expert in'stilt walking that it is no 
unusual sight to see a shepherdess 
striding along on stilts that raise her 
Bix feet above the ground, with her 
balancing pole strapped to her, back 
and her hands busily knitting socks for 
husband, sou or brother.

The Red Lion Inn is one of the oldes 


and has been one of the most notable 
the p'uhlla houses of Bucks county. It i 
In Bensalem, the most southern townsfai] 
and tt is near the most southern corner o 
that township. Here passes the great roiu 
from the city towards the northeast, wiiicl 
in olden.times was' known as the high 
road from Frankford and Holmesbnrg 
to Bristol and tha falls of the Delaware. 
Here is a large stone building with widi 
piazzas on two sides. 
One of these is 


covered with tables, designed for places of 
refreshment for travelers and visitors. On 
the tavern sign is the name of John 
Purdy, and the figure of the" Bed Lion. 
This has been the sign since far away 
back in 1730, when jt was flrst shown by 
Philip Amos, Such signs for pubic houses 
originated with the badge of John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Lancaster, who married a 
daughter of Don Pedro, the Cruel, 
wore a lion rampant to represent his 
claim to the Throne of Castile. There was 
a Red Lion inn at Sittingbourne, in Old 
England as early as 1115, near 500 tears 
ago. 


A little to the west the Poquessing flows 


through the pretty meadows, coming from 
tbe north and seeking the Delaware. All 
through its course it has divided tbe 
counties of Philadelphia and Bucks, and 
It continues to do so till tbe end. Beyond 
rises wooded hlls, flush with picturesque 
greenery. The Red Lion is not more than 
50 yards from the county line, where be- 
yond the creek la Torresdsle Park. 
To 


the west the creek is crossed bv an old 
stone bridge built in 184p. 
Beyond, to 


the westward, winds the road, up the hill, 
where concealed from view by the forest 
are various mansions of wealthy Pniladel- 
phiana.

Frankford to the Poquessing -and there 
ends, but another succeeds 
There is a 


cosy waiting room tor passengers waiting 
for the next car north or south. 
This line 


is to Bristol, past Oroydon, made famous 
as the site where the Pennsylvania Bail- 
road blocked its hated rival for sevon 
years, and yet was beaten in the end. 


In 1730 Philip Amos petitioned the

While these Bucks county rocks are not 


possessed of such melodious echoes as the 
Ringing Rocks, near Pottstown, or at 
Stony Garden, in Haycock township, or 
those In Nockamiion, they far surpass 
them in grandeur, and tbe smallest of 
them is larger than the largest at Ringing, 
Rocks. The surface of some of tbese roclir 
is so large that a small cottage could lie 
built upon a single one.
